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Tux VIENNA 
FRoM A LETTER BY Col.. W. I. II. 
TUCKER FOR THE Dai_y NEWS.— Since 
my last to you from Paris, in my opin- 
ion the Great City of the world, I have 


visited Geneva, Interlochen and Berne 
in Switzerland. The country here is 
beautiful and far beyond my powers ot 
description. Its mountains, glaziers, 
vineyards, valleys, on whose plain 
roam flocks of sheep and herds, forms,as 
history says it does, the grandest scen 
ery in the world. At Interlochen I saw 
the young Prince Napoleon, a lad of 
about eighteen summers, and in a 
pearance tolerably good looking. tle 
is spending the summer in Switzerland, 
being prevented at present from visit- 
ing France. 

After visiting the great watch and 
jewelry manufactories, at Geneva, I took 
a “dilligence,” which is a large “buss,” 
capable of seating about thirty people, 
and drove to the valley of Charmompny. 
Here I saw the top of the highest moun- 
tain in Europe, Mount Blanc, 15,840 
teet high, and is surmounted by enor- 
mous glaziers and fields of snow. For 
miles around you can see snow-capped 
mountains. The scenery, composed of 
cascades, glaziers, immense rocks, steep 
precipices and lovely landscapes, is su- 
perbly grand. 

On Sunday morning I went out early 
and saw the sun rise as bright as gold 
on its ice-chilled top. And as the glo- 
rious orb of day arose trom his pure 
white couch of snow, and shed his mel- 
low rays of ight on the wide, wide 
world beyond, I felt almost enhanced, 
and stood in wonder and awe at tbe 
magnificent spectacle before me. Turn- 
ing to the valley below, it appeared dark, 
and as just before the dawn of day, 
the earth was asa velvetry green car- 
pet spread out before me, I may never 
see the likeagain. Who, after viewing 
such a spectacle, could say there is no 
Creator—there is no God! You are 
aware that itis only occasionally that 
tourists have such a fine opportunity of 
seeing clear sunrise, as the summit ot 
Mount Blanc is generally concealed by 
mistsand clouds. 

Alter spending about a week in this 
beautiful country of green valleys, fine 
scenery, and last of all, but not least, 
beautiful Swiss girls, and where wine is 
only 20 cents per bottle, I left for 
Vienna, which point I reached on the 
eve of July 2nd. 

I forgot to mention that I spent two 
days, very pleasantly, in the old town 
of Munich, where is located the toundry 
of M. Miller, where skilled artists, from 
all countries, have cast their brazcn 
monuments and statutes. 


VIENNA. 


I find Vienna a second Paris as regards 
fashion, morals, style ot living, its beer 
gardens, &c., &c. 

It isa beautiful city, well laid out, 
elegantly built houses, beautiful gar- 
dens and everything to please the eye 
or giatily the appetite. The opera 
house 1s the largest and finest I have 
seen. The ballet dancing and rich cos. 
tumes of the ballet girls are superior to 
those of Paris or anywhere else. 

In regard to the exhibition and the 
buildings, I am at a loss to know where 
to bgin and where to let off, for in an 
ordinary letter it is almost impossible 
to give even afaintidea. Every nation 
of the world is represented here, and 
the buiidings are adequate. I have 
spent three days and have averaged 
a walk of cight or ten miles each day in 
the buildings, and have seen only a 
small part of what is here. It will re- 
quire weeks to see all. Our country is 
the only one that is not well represen- 
ted, and I must say, much to her dis- 
credit. Iam almost ashamed of my 
own nationality here. 

My first day’s walk was through the 
departmentsgof England, Scotland, Ire- 
land, France, Belgium and Holland; 
my second day was passed in the depart- 
ments allotted to Switzerland, North- 
ern and Southern Germany, (which em- 
braces all the German country,) Austria 
and Prussia. I had no idea that Aus- 
tria manufactured so much fine silk, 
sutin and woolen goods. She is equal 
in these productions to France or Eng- 
land. ‘Ihe third day was devoted to 
the department of Italy, Spain and 
Portugal, and to-day, the fourth, will 
inspect the department of Russsia, Den- 
mark, Norway, Sweden and the United 
States of America. The last named 
country will occupy but a short time 
I nave seen a great deal of the 
manufacturing of goods in every branch 
of fine c.oths, cassimeres, blankets, 
shawls, silks, satins, laces, edgings and 
embroidery gencrally—all that is made, 
either by hand or machine, from the 
tiny threal of silk as it is taken from 
the silk worm through all its modes 
until it is woven into silk. I have left 
my order for certain styles of goods in 
connection with a large importing house 
of New York city in many of the princi- 
pal manufacturing towns of Europe, 
and hope this fall to give my customeis 
the benefit of my selections and impor- 
tations. 

The 5th day I will take up the de- 
partments of India, Turkey, Brazil, 
China, Japan and the Arabs. In the 
exhibition building you can see almost 
any article which is made or used. Ice 
making machines, glass cutting, agri- 
cultural implements, &c., and thousands 
of other useful inventions. The dia- 
monds, jewelry and precious stones on 
exhibition are estimated to be worth 
twenty million of dollars, and are of 
great splendor. 

The cwnfectionery department is 
indescribable, particularly that which 
is contiibuted by Austria—mountains 
of candies and conſectioneries of all 
conceivable shapes and styles. 

In the department of the U. 8. A. I 
saw a beautiful case of boots and shoes, 
put on exhibition by our oid friend 
Burt,“ of New York, who by the way 
I met in interlochen, on his way back to 
the Sta“ He will take the premium 
on boots und shoes, as he makes the 
best, uud has the best assortment here. 
Our townsman, Mr. Gayle, has a very 
useful machine here also on exhibition. 

Prof. Kerr has not yet arrived, though 
he wil! have room for all he will bring, 
as I have engaged from Mr. Thomas Mc

Baron Schwartz, the principle mana- 
ger of the exhibition, was paralyzed to- 
day at the soda fountain of Joseph G. 
Hester, formerly from Raleigh, N. C., 
who by the by, is doing a driving busi- 
ness in soda and other waters. 

The exhibition buildings cover about 
a square mile of ground, with long rows 


chanical implements, machinery, &c. 
The whole affair is on the grandest scale, 
and in my opinion no other country will 
ever surpass its arrangements, 

There is one matter that strikes me 
forcibly, which is the great security to 
persons, The police regulations here are 
so good, and withal so strict, that one 
feels absolutely safe as to life when com- 
paired to other countries, particularly 
our own. I have less personal fear of 
my life here, though a stranger, than I 
would in many Northern cities. 

Beer drinking is the national drink 
here, and the number of beer gardens is 
innumerable. Our old; friend Frapps’ 
establishment is “some” in its way and 
locality, but is nowhere here. Every- 
body, the old, the young, the rich, the 
poor, male and female, drink beer here, 
and make it a business. 

The Germans are as happy a people 
as can be under an Empire and an Em- 
peror, but after all give me my country 
and my people. 

Isaw theother day Francis Joseph 
and the Empress, and the Queen of 
Prussia, (old King William’s wife.) I 
had the sight also of Madam Isabelle, 
ex-Queen of Spain. She is an old 
squab, and weighs about one ton. 

I neglected to say that up to the pres- 
ent time but two Southern States are 
represented here, viz: Alabama and 
Louisiana. 

Our government approriated about 
$200,000 fcr this Fair,but I have look- 
ed in vain to findo where the money had 
been spent and fo r what, and nearly all 
Lean find is ansi old log house called 
America,“ the thead quarters of the 
Commission. I would not give mere 
than 575, 000 for everything on exhibition 
by our government. It jis too bad. I 
am under especial obligations to Goy. 
Caldwell for,his commission as a repre- 
sentative of North, Carolina, as it secures 
me many privileges and rights which I 
could not otherwise obtain. 

The dinner gotten up by the Ameri- 
cans, on the 4th inst., was a very suc- 
cessful affair. The reception given by 
the Emperor, on the evening of the 4th, 
was also a splendid aflair, of which I 
I will write more hereafter.

At 9 o'clock, Conference was opened 
with religious worship by Rev. Mr. A. A. 
Boshanimer, of Henderson. 

Much important business engaged 
the body during the morning session. 

Reports were submitted on Sabbath 
schools, Temperance, Church Literature 
and Education. The North Carolina 
Advveate was heartily endorsed and 
highly gratifying and encouraging re. 
marks upon its management was made 
by Rev. E. A. Yates, Rev. L. L. Hen- 
dren, Rev. R. H. Whitaker and Rev. A. 
W. Mangum. Pending the considera- 
tion of the Educational Report, the 
hour for service having arrived, the 
Conference adjourned till 3 o’clock p. m. 
to listen to an earnest evangelical dis- 
course, by Rev. J. P. Moore, P. E. of the 
Hillsboro District. 

At 3 p. m. the regular business was 
resumed, and enthusiastic interest 
aroused. On the subject of Greensboro 
Female College,addresses were delivered 
by Rev. L. L. Hendren and Rey. A. W. 
Mangum. Speeches were made on 
Trinity College by Rev. B. B. Cuthbert 
and Dr. Closs. Due reference was also 
made to Davenport Female College. 
A seminary for the education of girls, 
being about to open in the large, hands 
some building at Cary, approving notice 
was taken of the enterprise, and it was 
cordiaily commended to public patron- 
age. It is to be under the Superinten- 
dency of Rev. Jesse H. Page and Mrs. 
V. C. Pell, widow of the late Wm. E. 
Pell. 

Favorable notice was given to the 
schools of Rev. Mr. Tra wick, in Raleigh, 
and M. S. Davis, Esq., Louisburg. 

A resolution was adopted condemn- 
ing the custom of horse- racing and 
gambling by raffling, &c., at Fairs. 

A fraternal greeting was sent to the 
Wesleyan and other English immigrants 
about to colonize within the District. 

Franklinton was selected as the place 
for the next District Conference. The 
body adjourned sine die at about 6 
P. M 


Rev. Mr. Yates preached an impres- 
sive sermon at night. 

Sunday morning a Sabbath School 
meeting was held and addressed by Revs, 
A. W. Mangum, E. A. Yates and J. P. 
Moore. 

At 11 o’clock Dr. Closs preached to a 
vast audience, at the close of which ser- 
vice, the Holy Communion was admin- 
istered. 

At 3 p. m. Rev. Mr. Hendren occu- 
pied the pulpit, and at night Rev. Mr. 
Calbruth preached. After the sermon 
some exhortations were presented and a 
call for penitents made, when a number 
came iorward to seek pardon from 
Heaven and begin the earnest service of 
God. The scene was exceedingly solemn 
and inspiring. The meeting is to be 
continued.

SometTuine New.—There isa railroad 
in operation in this State that is not 
down on any of our maps; no men- 


tion has ever been made of it in any 
newspaper, and even the citizens of the 
town on one end of the line did not 
know the building was going on until 
they saw the workmen entering the 
town laying down the track. 

This new railroad is a tram road, and 
runs from Edwards’ Ferry, on the Roa- 
noke, to the enterprising little town of 
Scotland Neck, in Halifax county. A 
charter was granted the Weldon end 
Scotland Neck Transportation Com- 
pany by the Legislature of 1869, at- 
which time the road was graded fora 
regular iron rail, but by some means 
work on the same was suspended. When 
the Scotland Neck & Halifax Railroad 
was rejected by a vote of the people a 
short time since. Mr. W. H. Smith, ot 
Scotland Neck, the largest stockholder 
in the old charter, set to work by him- 
selt to build him a tram road, using 
only his own hands and saying nothing 
even to his neighbors of his intention. 

In a short time he will have the road 
complete with an engine and cars on it, 
and his freights on cotton alone this 
fall will doubtless pay him for his 
work. 

As the map man, says, this is what 
we call progress, and if North Carolina 
had a few more Scotland Neck Billy 
Smiths what a country we would have. 
The original intent of the corporators 
of tke road was to establish this line of 
railway from Roseneath, a few miles 
west of Scotland Neck, to Edwards’ 
Ferry, where close connexion would be 
made by boats to Weidon, thus secur- 
ing an outlet for the immense amount 
ot produce raised in this rich section. 
The tram road of Mr. Smith fills this 
bill, and we congratulate our Scotland 
ame ge on their success in getting 
a road.

while running over forty miles an hour, 
struck the rear freight train, demolish- 
ing twenty cars loaded with corn, cot- 
ton and tobacco from the west, scatter- 
ing contents of the cars all over the 
track.

New York—Fire—Habeas Corpus 
Case—Carl Voght—An Important 
Gnano Suit. 

New York, July 28.—The fire in the 
23rd street and Broadway stage stables 
originated in the hay loft through the 
carelessness of an employec, who took 
the light up there. The building was 
damaged to the extent of $50,000 lu- 
sured for $75,000. The stock was dam 
aged $30,000; no insurance. The 4th 
floor was occupied by the 50th regiment 
as an armory. Loss to the regiment is 
about $30,000. Said to be uninsured.

WasHINGTON, July 28.— The July 
agricultural report has just been sent to 
the press. It represents an improve- 
ment in winter wheat, but a decline in 
the prospects of spring wheat on ac- 
count of the uvnseasonable weather in 
some quarters and insect enemies in 
others. The average in corn i; increas- 
ed in West Virginia and Minnesota, and 
decreased in all the other States except 
Florida and Arkansas, where at 
remains the same as last year. 
Corn planting was everywhere retarded 
by the weatber, and in many cases has 
been several times replant Unusual 
complaint of defective seed is made in 
all parts of the country. 
The condition of cotton has been 
previously given. The indications up 
to July 1st, indicate a crop 95 per cent. 
of an average, not incluling injured 
where the culture is yet mainly experi- 
mental. 

The prospective yield of oats declined 
during June in the New Eagland, Mid- 
dle and Northwestern States, except 
Wisconsin. It was enhanced in all of 
the Gulf States, except Mississippi. 

Winter rys has improved in Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New as Mary- 
land, North 8 7 » Texas, 
Arkansas, Ohio, Michigan, Illinois and 
Iowa. It remained stationary in Geor- 
gia, and declined in all the other 
States. 

Spring rye was below average in all 
the States but five, the minimum 70 
being found in California, and the 
maximum 110 in Nebraska, 

Winter barley bas generally declined

Grass crops generallyin the New 
England and Middle States, however

The late winter told disastrously upon 
the fruit crop ; the injury to apple trees 
was more extensive than was apparent 
at the last report.

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THE ELECTION, AUGUST 7TH. 

The ection to be held in this State on 
the first Thursday in August, on the con- 
stitutional amendments, is one of vast im 
portance to our people. 

It involves vital changes in the organte 
law of the State. 

For the information of voters, we pub- 
lish on our fourth page, and shall keep 
standing until the day of election, the 
clauses in the Constitution proposed to be 
altered, together with the eight amend- 
sents that passed the Legislature by the 
requisite constitutional majority, and 
which are to be submitted to the people for 
approval or rejection, on Thursday. the 
seventh day of August next, 

All the amendments proposed are neces- 
sary and important, and those who favor 
them should not fail to vote. 


THE MANNER OF VOTING. 

Constant inquiries are made of us 
concerning the manner of voting at the 
ensuing election in August. 

For the iaformation of voters, we 
have prepared the following instruc- 
tions: 

THERE MUST BE EIGHT BOXES. 


There are eight amendments in all. 
As they are to be voted on separately, 
the poll-holders must have EIGHT BOXES 
for the ballots. Each box should be 
labled with a written or printed form, 
specifying the particular amendment to 
be voted on in said box. 

THERE SHOULD BE EIGHT LABELS, 


The following are the eight forms 
which should be labled on the eight

THE BALLOTS. 


The ballots should be written or 
printed, either with the words For 
Amendment” or the words “Against 
Amendment.” 

Persons voting for the amendments 
should use the former, while those vot - 
ing against the amendments the latter. 


THE POLLS. 


Sheriffs must open the polls at the 
several election piccincts in their re- 
spective counties on the seventh day of 
August, at eight o’clock in the morn- 
ing and keep them open until seven 
o'clock in the afternoon. 


WHO MAY VOTE. 
Every person qualified to vote accor- 
ding to the Constitution may vote for 
or against each amendment. 


RATIFICATION. 


At the close of the polls, the judges 
of the clection shali c. unt out separate- 
ly the number of votes cast for and 
against each amendment, After all the 
returns from each county have been offi- 
cially counted,it will then be ascertained 
which of the amendments have been 
ratified, if any, and which rejected. 
The amendments which receive a ma- 
jority of the popular vote of the State 
will be duly ratitfied and become then 
a part of the Constitution of North 
Carolina. A partor all of them may 
be either ratified on rejected. 


BALTIMORE AND NORFOLK—A 
WARNING TO RALEIGH. 

The destructive fires which 
have recently laid waste portions of 
Baltimore and Norfolk should serve as 
a warning to our citizens to put their 
houses in condition for a similar visita- 
tion. 

When wil our turn come ? 

Almost as surely as night follows the 
day, we may expect, before the lapse of 
many years, to witness the destruction 
ot valuable property in our midst almost 
in the twinkling of an eye. That 
Raleigh has thus far escaped is due 
more to good fortune than the precau- 
tions that have been taken to ward off 
the calamity of a general conflagration. 

True, we have four fire eompanies, 
two white and two colored, composed 
of able-bodied and efficient members, 
but the city has no water works, and 
tor this reason our fire department la- 
bors under great and very embarrassing 


disadvantages. While the members of 


the several fire companies have shown 
on various occasions their readiness and 
faithfulness to discharge their duties, 
yet, without the aid of a supply of wa- 
ter, their services are likely in many in- 
stances to be utterly unavailing to 
check the progress of the flames when 
a large ſire is once fully under way. 
Consequently ſwe may wake up any 
morning and find the principal strcets 
of Raleigh in ashes, - 

If nothing will be done to protect the 
city by the establishment of water 
works, the only thing left our house- 
owners is to insure their property in 


some reliable fire companies or provide 


themselves with the Babcock fire extin- 
guishers. 


The Raleigh Pain Mews. 


We have already announced through 
these columns that Hon. Daniel W. Voor- 
hees, the gifted and eloquent Indianian, 
bas consented to deliver the annual ad- 
dress at our next State Fair, in October. 

Mr. Voorhees has telegraphed to the 
Executive Committee of the State Agri- 
cultural Society that he will be present 
and speak on Friday, October 17th, of 
the Fair week. 

We think the Executive Committee 
has made an excellent selection for 
orator for the year 1873. Mr. Voorhees 
has a national reputation as one of the 
most eloquent speakers in this country 
—and his reputation isno doubt well 
desei ved. 

His efforts in Congress on the most 
important measures that came up for 
discussion in that body during his 
membership,’ display rhetorical ability 
of the highest order, and those who 
have heard him speak are enthusiastic 
in their admiration of his captivating 
manner and faultless elocution. 

He is best known in the South by 
two speeches made by him iu the State 
of Virginia, on widely different occa- 
sions, one in defence of John E. Cook, 
“the lair-haired, bright-cyed boy,” 
whom John Brown led into trouble at 
Harper's Ferry, just before the war, and 
the other delivered before the two lite- 
rary societies at the University of Vir- 
ginia in 1868, we believe. Both of these 
efforts made a marked impression on 
the Southern mind, and stamped Mr. 
Voorhees as an orator in the very first 
rank. 

The indications now are that the 
next Fair will be the most creditable in 
many respects the State has ever had. 
The new location which was selected 
with an eye to the public convenience ; 
the new and handsome buildings now 
in course of construction; the energy 
and zeal displayed by the Executive 
Committee ; the untiring efforts of Pres 
ident, Holt in the interest of the Fair, 
and the liberal donatiors that have been 
made by some of our citizens in aid of 
the Agricultural Society, give us strong 

reasons to hope that the exhibition in 
October will be a highly gratifying suc- 
cess. 

In this connection, it is but an act of 
justice to the Agricultural Journal ot 


this city to state that that paper has 

been largely instrumental in awakening 
ublic interest in behalf of the next 
air. 


NO PARTY ISSUES. 

No party issues are involyed in the 
ensuing election. 

Conservatives and Republicans voted 
together in favor of the eight amend- 
ments. 

The changes proposed concern every 
tax-payer and every citizen of the State. 

All who are interested in the welfare 
of the State are called upon to cast 
their votes in favor of remedying the 
defects in the organic law of the State. 

Conservatives and Republicans are 
alike interested in having a wise and 
economical Constitution. 

For once, the twe parties in the State 
united together in the Legislature to 
remedy some of the defects which all 
acknowledge to exist under the present 
law. 

Let the same spirit annimate the 
voters on the seventh day of August 
next, and the amendments will be over- 
whelmingly ratified. 

It will be a serious calamity to the 
State—to all its citizens without dis- 
tinction of party—if the amendments 
are defeated through carelessness or in- 


difference. 
Let there be a full vote and a rousing 
majority for all the amendments.

A New Motive Power. 


Mr. William Wells, of Salem, has just 
perfected a apparatus for running sta- 
tionary or locomotive engines by vapor 
power, which, if it fulfills all that is ex- 
pected of it, will entirely revolutionize 
the method of running engiues of every 
description. The pew apparatus was 
set up a few days ago, and on Saturday 
atternoen it was put into practical op- 
eration, for the first time, in the pres- 
ence of several gentlemea well versed in 
machinery and the application of power. 
The working of the engine was entirely 
satisfactory, and all present expressed 
themselves as highly pleased with the 
success of the invention, which had be- 
fore been considered by all but the de- 
signer as an experiment. 

The whole apparatus is very simple in 
construction, and the new power can be 
applied to any engine. The whole 
peculiarity in construction is in the 
boiler; the engine being precisely like 
any other, and the vapor being conveyed 
to the cylinder of the engine just the 
same as steam. The boiler is an upright 
one, and is really a double boiler; that 
i-, it has two heads at each end, one a 
tew inches from the other. The two 
chambers thus formed, one at each end 
ot the boiler, are filled with water, and 
ure connected by tubes, which are for 
tue circulation of the water between the 
two chambers. The second or inner 
boiler, that between the two inner heads, 
is filled with a preparation of bisulphide 
of carbon, the vapor from which is the 
motive powe: taking the place of steam. 
Beneath the boiler is a small firebox, 
from which flues run up through the 
two boilers to the smokepipe. These 
flues pass inside of the tubes already 
mentioned, and the fire, in passing 
through, beats the chemicals. By this 
arrangement it will be seen that the 
bisulphide in the inner boiler receives 
the requisite amount of heat without 
coming in direct contact with the fire 
flues, as the water is kept in circulation 
through the tubes.

I, Top R. CALDWELL, Governor of the 
State of North Carolina, do order so much 
of the preamble of said act as sets forth the 
alterations propened and agreed to, and the 
second section of said act to be published 
for thirty days preceding the first Thurs- 
day of August, 1 2 the Raleigh “Daily 
Sentinel, the “Daily Era“ and the “Daily 
NEWS“, published in Raleigh, and also for 
the same length of time in the following 
Weekly pers, published in the various 
Congressional Districts of the State to-wit:

„Mall,“ Rocky Mount. 

Third District—‘Statesman,”’ Fayette- 
ville; “Star,” Wilmington.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENTS. 

In order that the people may vote un- 
derstancingly on the amendments to 
the Constitution, at the ensuing elec- 
tion, we deem it necessary to give in 
full the eight clauses in that instrument 
proposed to be altered, together with 
the alterations themselves. 

FIRST: IN RELATION TO THE PUBLIC 
DEBT. 

The present Constitution in Article J, 
Declaration of Rights, provides as fol- 
lows: 

„Sec. 6. To maintain the honor and 
good faith of the State untarnished, 
the public debt, regularly contracted 
before and since the rebellion, shall be 
regarded as inviolable and never be 
questioned ; but the State shall never 
assume or pay, or authorize the collec 
tion of any debt or obligation, express 
or implied, incurred in aid of insurrec- 
tion, or rebellion against the United 
States, or any claim for the loss or 
emancipation of any slave.” ob 

This section is amended by striking 
out the first clause down to and inclu- 
ding the word “but,” so that the 
amended clause in Article I will then 
read : 

“Sec, 6. The State shall never as- 
sume or pay, or authorize the collection 
of, any debt or obligation, express or 
implied, incurred in aid of insurrection 
or rebellion against the United States, 
or any claim for the loss or emancipa- 
tion of any slave.” 

Another alteration in regard to the 
public debt is provided for in the same 


amendment, by striking out section 4, 
Article V of the present Constitution, 
which is as follows : 

Sec. 4. The General Assembly shall, 
by appropriate legislation and by ade- 
quate taxation, provide for the prompt 
and regular payment of the interest on 
the public debt, and after the year 
1880, it shall lay a specific annual tax 
upon the real and personal property of 
the State, and the sum thus realized 
shall be set apart asa sinking fund, to 
be devoted to the payment of the pub 
lic debt.” 

So that the above section will be en- 
tirely stricken out and the amended 
Constitution will not make it compul- 
sory on the Legislature, by express lan- 
guage, to provide for the payment of 
interest and principal of the public 


debt. 


SECOND: IN RELATION TO THE OFFICE 
oF SUPERINTENDENT OF PuBLic WORKS. 

Article III, section 1, of the present 
Constitution names among the other 
officers of which the Executive Departs 
ment shall be composed, a Superinten- 
dent of Public Works, who shall be 
elected for a term of four years by the 
qualified voters of the State, at the same 
time and places, and in the same man- 
ner as members of the General Assem- 
bly. 

The amendment proposes to strike 
out the words “Superintendent cf Pub- 
lic Works” wherever they occur in the 


Constitution, thus abolishing that 

office. 

THIRD: IN RELATION TO THE STATE 
CENSUS. 


In the present Constitution, Article 
II, the following provision is made for 
taking a State Census: 

“Sec, 5, An enumeration of the in- 
Lalu..ots of the State shall be taken 
under the directioa of the General As- 
sembly in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-five, and at the end 
ef every ten years thereafter; and the 
said Senate Districts shall be so altered 
by the General Asser! iy, after the first 
session after the retu:u ci every enume- 
ration taken as aforesaid, or by order of 
Congress, that each Senate District shall 
contain, as nearly as may be, an equal 
number of inhabitants, excluding aliens 
and Indians not taxed, and shall 
remain unaltered until the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous territory ; 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county shall be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators.” 

The amendment proposed to this 
Article is to strike out all that precedes 
the words, “the said Senate Districts,” 
in section 5, and to strike out the phrase 
„as aforesaid, or,” the parts so stricken 
out relating to the census, so that the 
section as amended will read : 

“Sec.5. The said Senate Districts 
shall be so altered by the General As- 
sembly at the first session after the re- 
turn of every enumeration taken by order 
of Congress, that each Senate District 
shall contain, as nearly as may be, an 
equal number of inhabitants, excluding 
aliens and Indians not taxed, and shall 
remain unaltered until the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous territory ; 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county sball be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators.” 


The object of this amendment is to 
do away with the unnecessary expense 
of taking a State census under the direc- 
tion of the Genera! Assembly, inasmuch 
as the same work is done by the national 
Government. 


FOURTH: IN RELATION TO EXEMP- 


TIONS FROM TAXATION. 
The present Constitution, Article V. 
Revenue and Taxation, provides as fol- 


lows : 

“Sec. d. Property belonging to the 
State or to municipal corporations, shall 
be exempt from taxation. The General 
Assembly may exempt cemeteries, and 
property held for educational, scientific, 
licerary, charitable or ee. 
ses; also wearing rel, arms ſor mus- 
ter, household and iteben furniture, 
the mechanical and agricultural imple- 
ments for mechanics and farmers, libra- 
ries and scientific instruments, to a value 
not exceeding three hundred dollars.” 


The amendment proposes to change | 


this section by inserting after the word 
“instruments,” the words “or any other 


— 


property, so that the section 
as amended will read: 


“Sec. 6. Property belonging to the 
State, or to municipal corporations shall 
be exempt from taxation. The General 
Assembly may exempt cemeteries, and 
property held for educational, scientific, 
literary, charitable or religious purpo- 
ses; also wearing 1 arms for mus 
ter, household and 


itchen furniture. the 
mechanical and agricultural implements 
of mechanics and farmers, libraries and 
scientific instruments or any other per- 
sonal property, to a value not exceed- 
ing three hundred dollars.“ 

FiFTH: IN RELATION TO TRE UNI- 
VERSITY. 

The present Constitution, Article IX, 
has the following on the subject of the 
University at Chapel Hill : 

„Sec. 5. The University of North 
Carolina, with its lands, emoluments 
and franchises, is under the control of 
the State, and shall be held to an insep~ 
arable connection with the free public 
school system of the State.” 

The amendment proposes to strike out 
this section entirely, thus severing the 
University from the common school sys- 
tem, and insert the following in lieu 
thereof, so that the amended Constitu- 
tion shall read: 

“Sec. 5. The General Assembly shall 
have power to provide for the election of 
trustees of the University of North 
Carolina, in whom when chosen shali be 
vested all the privileges, rights, franchi- 
ses and endowments heretofore in any- 
wise granted to or conferred upon the 
trustees of said University; and the 
General Assembly may make such pro- 
visions, laws and regulations, from time 
to time as may be necessary and expedi- 
ent forthe maintenance and manage 
ment of said University.” 


The following sections of Article IX, 


stricken out : 
Sections 13, 14 and 15, relating to 
the appointment of trustees by the 
Board of Education, and the officers 
powers and rights of the trustees. These 
matters will hereafter devolve on the 
Legislature, it the amendment relating 
to the University is ratified. 

SIXTH: IN RELATION TO THE SESSIONS 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

The present Constitution, Article II 
Legislative Department, provides as fol 
lows : 


“Sec. 2. The Senate and House ot 
Representatives shall meet annually on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.” 


This section is to be amended by 
striking out the word “ annually,” and 
ioserting in lieu thereof the word 
“biennially,” so that the section amend. 
ed shall read: 

“Sec. 2. The Senate and House of 
Representatives shall meet biennially on 
the third Monday in November, and 


when assembled shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.” 


This amendment also strikes out the 
word “annually” in section 6, Article 
III, and inserts the word“ biennially,” 
in reference to the requirement of the 
Governor to communicate to the Gen- 
eral Assembly each case of reprieve, 
commutation or pardon. 

SEVENTH: IN RELATION To THE Cop 
CoMMIssION. 

The present Constitution, Article IV 
Judicial Department, makes the follow- 
ing provisions concerning the Code 
Commissioners : 


“Sec. 2. Three Commissioners shall 
be appointed by this Convention to re- 
port to the General Assembly at its first 
session after this Constitution shall be 
adopted by the people, rules of practice 
and procedure in accordance with the 
provisions of the foregoing section, and 
the Convention shall provide for the 
Commissioners a reasonable compensa- 
tion. 

Sec. 3. The same Commissioners 
shall also report to the General Assem- 
bly as soon as practicable, a code of law 


have power to fill all vacancies occur- 
ring in this commission.” 


The amendment proposes to strike 
out both these sections, thus abolishing 


the Code Commission. 
EIGHTH : IN RELATION TO FEDERAL AND 


OTHER OFFICE-HOLDERS. 
The present Constitution, 
XIV, provides as follows: 


“Sec. 7. No person shall hold more 
than one lucrative office under the State 
at the same time: Provided, That oflfi- 
cers in the Militia, Justices of the Peace, 
Commissioners of Public Charities and 
Commissioners appointed for special 
purposes, shall not be considered officers 
within the meaning of this section.” 


The amendment proposes that this 
section shall read as follows: 


“Sec. 7. No person who shall hold 
any office or — of trust or profit under 
the United States, or any department 
thereof, or under this State or any other 
State or Government, shall bold or ex- 
ercise any other ofilce or place of trust 
or profit, under the aut ority of this 
State, or be eligible to a seat in either 
House of the General Assembly: Pro 
vided, That nothing herein contained 
shall extend to officers in the Militia, 
Justices of the Peace, Commissioners of 
Public Charities or Commissioners for 
special purposes.” 

There were eighteen amendments 


originally proposed, but the eight 
above specified were all that passed the 
Gencral Assembly by the requisite two- 
thirds majority. 

These eight amendments are to be 
submitted separately for ratification or 
rejection, at the election to be held on 
Thursday, the seventh day of August. 
Any person qualified to vote may vote 
for or against cach amendment, with 
a written or printed ticket with the 
words “For Amendment,” or “Against 
Amendment.” The amendments that 
receive a majority of the popular vote 
will be duly ratified. A t or all of 
them may be either ratified or rejected.
